Several of the,points which have puz- 
zled Wall Street in the negotiations which 
have been under way for some days in 
regard to the Gould properties the 
East, in the solving of which problem E. 
H. Harriman, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Blair & 
Co., and Mr. Gould himself have been the 
chief figures, were cleared up yesterday. 
It was learned on authority that on the 
Morgan’s recent brief 


in 


occasion of Mr. 
visit to this city from Europe he had a 


long conference with Mr. Harriman at 


which many matters of importance were 


settled. 
While associates of Mr. Harriman and 


Mr. Morgan, who were approached yester- 
day to discuss the facts of this conference 
united in insisting that too much im- 
portance must not be placed upon it, this 


will hardly suit Wall Street, which knows 
too well the wide differences of opinion 
existing between the railroad leader and 
the banker for many years, in fact, ever 
since the Northern Pacific corner and its 


train of consequences. 

As a result of the misunderstandings 
which arose at that time there was a long 
series of events in which the chiefs of the 
Union Pacific and the banking house 
have found themselves on opposite sides 
of many questions. The first of these was 
in the manner of dissolving the Northern 
Securities Company, and returning the 
stocks involved. It will be recalled that at 
one meeting of the Morthern Securities 
Directors, Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., bankers for the Harriman roads, 
resigned with considerable precipitancy, 

The latest example of a question upon 
which Mr. Harriman and Mr. Morgan did 
not exactly agree was in the matter of the 
payment of the Erie Railroad notes, which 
matured on April 1 last. It was the gen- 
eral understandimg in the financial com- 
munity that Morgan & Co. were prepared 
to see the road go into receivers’ hands, be- 
lieving that in this way its interests could 
be best cared for. Mr. Harriman, who was 
a Director of the road, but had never fig- 
ured over prominentiy in its affairs, 
thought otherwise, and after several days 
of very strenuous work succeeded in rais- 
ing notonly enough money to pay the notes, 
but from his own resources, advanced $5,- 
000,000 to help put the property into better 
financial shape. A great deal of comment 
segs a 4 followed this spectacular “ savy- 
ing of the Erie at the eleventh hour,” as 
{t was called, by Mr. Harriman, and it 
was presumed that Mr. Morgan, who was 
in Europe at the time, would be somewhat 
upset over the situation. 

Conference Here Last June. 


This continued to be the position of af- 
fairs until Mr. Morgan made his short 
trip to this country in the middle of June, 
leaving on June 25. It now comes out 
that one of the results of this very brief 
visit, which had for its other objects the 
receipt of a Doctor’s degree at Yale and 
attendance at the wedding of a niece, 
was the thorough-going interview with 
Mr. Harriman. The principals at this con- 
ference have been very careful in speak- 
ing of it, but those who know the mat- 
ters which had formed the basis of dif- 
ferences of opinion between the two men 
are certain that as the upshot of it the 
financing of the Erie for a long time to 
come was planned out and many steps 
decided upon with reference to helping 
the general situation. 

Among those who have been aware of 
this first really frank conference be- 
tween these two Wall Street leaders, the 
events of the last week or fen days in 
the Gould situation have beem perfectly 
comprehensible. Mr. Morgan admitted 
freely that the steps already taken by 
Mr. Harriman in helping out the Erie 
were well planned, and expressed his 
willingness to lend a hand in any future 
proceedings along the same line. It now 
turns out that one of these proceedings 
is probably Yo include the securing by 
the Erie of voice in the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie from the great lakes to Pitts- 
burg, and possibly later in the Wabash- 
Pittsburg erminal Company. It was said 
definitely that this has not been done 
yet, but there is every reason to believe 
that it will be and that when it is, the 
plan will have Mr. Morgan's full approval. 

It is to be remembered that Mr. Morgan 
as a result of his influence in the Steel 
Co ration would be able to turn over 
to the Erie as the holder of the Wabash- 
Pittsburg Terminal] the full tonnage of 
steel shipments promised to the Gould line 
by Mr. Carnegie, although up to this time 
} ng not been received by the Wabash 
tself. 


Wheeling Financing All Settled. 


The bankers concerned were in session 
yesterday over the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
note question, and at the ‘conclusion of 
the conference it was announced that 
while there was nothing ,to be said offi- 


cially the matter was practically closed 
and that the financing necessary would be 
done through Blair & Co., and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. The Bondholders’ protective 
Committee headed by President Wallace 
of the Central Trust Company, has dis- 
continued all negotiations toward helpin 
out in_the note financing. Wheeling & 
Lake Erie stocks naturally reflected this 
trend of affairs yesterday by their sharp 
advances in the market, Wheeling & Lake 
Erie first preferred, in particular, rising 
six points. 

The belief among those who know of 
the conference between Mr. Harriman and 
Mr. Morgan and are acquainted with the 
events of the last fortnight is that mat- 
ters of much greater moment than the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie affair alone are 
involved. The disposition of the Wheeling 
& Lake Erie is considered only a part of 
a plan which will prevent the threatened 
entrance into the Eastern railroad situa- 
tion by the Gould programme of obtain- 
ing a line to the seaboard, while an ele- 
ment of harmony will be injected into 
the situation in the West, where the Mis- 
sour! Pacific and the Western Pacific 
will probably be conducted with due re- 

rd for the same welfare of the other 

anscentinental lines. 

It may be said definitely that Mr. Har- 
riman has not been asked to go into the 
Gould Directorates, and it is not believed 
that any such developments will be neces- 
sary to put into execution the under- 
standings which have been reached. The 
entire situation has been hanaied by Mr. 
Harriman and those working with him in 
‘a way which has aroused the admiration 
of railroad men and bankers who are 
aware of its intricacies. 

The Erie Railroad Company announced 
yesterday that J. P. Morgan & Co. would 
purchase the Aug. 1 coupons on the $34,- 
000,000 Erie Railroad-Pennsylvania col-

LAST LINK IN SUBWAY READY. 


Road Will Be Open to Van Cortlandt 
Park Next Saturday. 


The last remaining section of the Sub- 
way will be opened for traffic at 1 o’clock 
on Saturday morning. This runs from 
230th Street and Broadway to Van Cort- 
landt Park, and it is the last link in the 
northern end of the line. The new ter- 
minus will be at 242d Street and Broad- 
way. 

Application has been made by the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company to the 
Public Service Commission for permission 
to operatg the end of the line which has 
just been finished, but, in the absence of 
Chairman Willcox, who is on a vacation, 
formal permission cannot be given. The 
company has been told, however, that 
there will be no objection raised. The 
present temporary terminus is at 230th 
Street. After Saturday there will be 
stops at 232d Street, 238th Street, and the 
terminus at 2424 Street. 

As Saturday, Aug. 1, will mark the real 
completion of the whole Subway, the 
work will have taken a few days more 
eight years and four months, the 
actual construction having been begun 
on March 25, 1900, The main line, as far 
as 145th Street, was opened on Oct. 27,

UNMUZZLED DOGS 
NOW SHOT ON SIGHT 


_— 


Sixty Health Policemen Have 
Been Killing 100 a Day 
Since Monday. 


'NO FAVORS AND NO REPORTS 


| Kill the Dogs, but Don’t Endanger Hu- 
man Life, ls the Order—Board’s 
Right to Issue It Absolute, 


Under special orders from the Board of 
Health, which is reinforced in its action 
by an opinion of the Corporation Counsel, 
sixty policemen have been patrolling this 
| city for three days shooting every dog 
|they can find going unleashed or un- 
muzzled. 

Whether the dog has a license or not is 
of no importance. The orders under which 
the policemen are acting require them to 
shoot it just the same if it does not wear 
a muzzle or is not in Moreover, 


| 
leash, 


report of the mumber of dogs they shoot 
or the circumstances under which the 
shooting is done. In fact, they have been 
specifically instructed that they need not 
do so. 

All they need to do is to be careful not 
to endanger human life, About this the 
board is very particular. For the rest, all 
that is necessary is to put the dog's body 
in the gutter, notify the offal] contractor 
to send a wagon for it, and go on to find 
other supposedly useless and dangerous 
dogs. 

The Board of Health's action is in line 
with the expressed determination to wipe 
out here all danger of rabies. Its order 
instructing the special policemen under 
its direction to begin this work was issued 
some time ago, but was suspended owing 
to a strong protest from Col. Alfred 
Wagstaff, President of the Society fur 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and 
until the board could obtain an opinion 
from the Corporation Counsel as to its 
legal right to enforce such an order. 

The opinion was received several days 
ago. It says substantially what most 
reople having even a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of the board’s powers already knew, 
namely, that the Health Board can do 
pretty much as jt pleases ‘‘in the inter- 
ests of the public health.’’ No other pub- 
lic body has powers nearly as far reach- 
ing. 

The precise orders to tne poard’s police- 
men are to catch the dog by the neck and 
hold the muzzle of the pistol so close to 
its head or body that a divergence of the 
bullet will be out of the question. Noth- 
ing but the policeman’s inability to get 
close enough to a dog to shoot him will 
save him. Dr. Walter Bensel, City Sani- 
tary Superintendent, said to a Timms re- 
porter yesterday afternoon: 

, You cannot put it too strongly or too 
prominently that the men have orders to 
kill every unmuzzled or unleashed dog 
they find, no matter whose dog it js, and 
no matter what kind of dog it happens to 
be. No exceptions are to be made. The 
only provision coupled with the order of 
the department is that in shooting the 
dog on no account are chances to be 
taken of injuring persons.” 

When information was sought about the 
number of dogs killed it was said at the 
Health Department that no record was 
being kept of the number of dogs killed, 
and the policemen will not be required to 
make reports of their work. Their orders 
were to kill dogs. The manager for 
Thomas F. White & Co., the city offal 
contractors, whose place is at the foot of 
Thirty-ninth Street and North River, said 
last night, however, that yesterday the 
contractor was called upon to pick up 
about 100 dogs which had been killed by 
the Health Department police. 

The Health Board's dog-killing order 
was issued late in June, after several 
yersons had died of rabies, or, having 
yeen bitten by rabid dogs, had to a 
treatment at the Pasteur Institute. The 
moment Col. Wagstaff of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Amimals 
heard of this order he hastened to the 


Department of Health and obtained from 
Health Commissioner Darlington a tem- 





porary stay until he could appear before | 


the board and state his objections. Be- 
fore the board next day he declared, so 
it is understood, that the destruction of 
useless dogs had for years been intrusted 
to the society, that it was fully able to 
cope with the present situation, would 
put on more men and wagons if neces- 
sary for the work, and that in his judg- 
ment conditions did not call for a whole- 
sale slaughter of dogs. The owners, he 
said, ought to have the privilege of re- 
deeming their dogs when these were 
picked up 6n the street. 

Dr. Doty, Health Officer of the Port, 
told Col. Wagstaff then that he had lost 
a horse, bitten by a stray dog on Staten 
| Island; that a boat Captain, one of the 
best men in the employ of his department, 
had died in agony from rabies, leaving 
a dependent widow and orphan, and that 
the life of one such man was worth more 
than all the curs in New York. It did not 
pay, he declared, to take such a risk. 
He favored the enforcement of the order 
at once. 

Col. Wagstaff then expressed doubt as 
to the legal right of the Health Depart- 
ment to kill dogs promiscuously. Com- 
missioner Darlington at once forwarded 
a copy of the order of the department 
to the Corporation Counsel and asked 
for an opinion on its legality. There was 
considerable delay. and the opinion wags 
aot received by the department until July 





5. 

Nothing was said about it until it was 
laid before the board at the regular 
meeting of last week. The opinion was 
then found to sustain the board in every 
particular. In the absence of Mr. Pen- 
dleton it was written by Theodore Con- 
noly, acting Corporation Counsel. It says 
that the board shas the right to 
what is a menace to the health and 
safety of the people and what is a nui- 
sance, and to take any step deemed by it 
necessary to remove the menace or nui- 
sance. In the closing sentencae, the opin- 
ion states flatly that the board had every 
right to put in immediate effect its order 
to kill unmuzzled dogs. 

On the next day, last Thursday, a plain 
clothes yey went around Staten 
Island, the home of Dr. Doty, in an auto- 
mobile with instructions to shoot every 
unleashed or unmuzzled dog he found. 
Though the order went out to all other 
sections of the city the same day to kill 
all dogs found at targe the secret was so 
well kept that not until yesterday, when 
the department policemen had been shoot- 
ing dogs at the rate of a hundred a day 
did it get out. 

A Times reporter was the first person 
to inform the Soclety for the Protection 
of Crueity to Animals authorities of the 
Health Board's order. Col. Wagstaff is 
out of the city. Mr. Horton, the 8. P. Cc. 
A. manager, was greatly surprised. 

‘‘We had no idea the police had been 
shooting dcgs in the street since last 
Thursday,” said he. ‘ To-day I received 
several telephone messages from women 
who had seen dogs shot in the street, but 
I did not suspect that a general order 
had been issued. 

‘‘What action we shall take J am not 

repared now to say. If the Health Board 
thinks the dogs are a public menace [I 
suppose they have a right to kill them, but 
we think owners ought to have the privi- 
lege of redeeming dogs picked up in the 
street."’ 

Mr. Horton said he thought he would 
confer with Strong & Cadwalader of 40 
Wall Street, counsel for the society, as to 
what should be done.

NETS REPEL TORPEDOES. 


Successful Trial of Device to Protect 
Battleships and Cruisers.

NEWPORT, R. I., July 29.—Secret tests 
with Bliss Leavitt turbine torpedoes fired 
into steel nets which are to be used by 
battleships and protected crulsers for 
protection against torpedo attacks, are 
being held in Narragansett Bay by nava 
officers on board the torpedo boats Mor- 


ris and Gwin. 

At various ranges to-day torpedoes were 
fired into the nets without damaging them 
in the slightest. Finally at short range a 
torpedo was fired at a thirty-knot speed. 
It bounded back as soon as it struck the 
net. 

The second submarine flotilla is carrying 
on tests with the submarines Viper, Cut- 
tlefish, Octopus, and Tarantula firing 
Whitehead torpedoes into similar nets at 
yarious depths of submergence.

G. W. SANDS KILLED 
IN MOTOR ACCIDENT 


'Son of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, 
| Crushed Beneath His Car 


Near Poissy, Roasted Alive. 





SPEEDING TO MEET FAMILY 


Was Driving at 75 Miles an Hour 
When a Tire Burst and Car 
Crashed Into Tree.

PARIS, July 29.—G. Winthrop Sands, 
|the son of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt by 
a former marriage. was the victim of 
|a frightful motor accident this morn-— 
|ing just outside the grounds of Mr. 
| Vanderbilt’s country seat, the Chateau 
| St. Louis de Poissy, twenty miles from 
|Paris. Mr. Sands, caught under his 
|car and terribly mangled, was literally 
roasted to death. 

| Eager to reach the chfiteau, where 
Mrs. Sands and her infant daughter 
were staying with his mother, Mr. 
| Sands, with his chauffeur, Pickins, in 
his 50 horse power de Dietrich car, 
was speeding from Deauville. Mr. 
|} Sands was driving, and they had just 
crossed the bridge at Triel. which is 
very close to Poissy, going at the 
frightful speed of seventy-five miles 
an hour, when a tire burst and the 
car swerved) from the road, crashed 
into a tree, and overturned in the 
ditch, burying Sands under the for- 
ward part and pinning the chauffeur, 
Pickins, to the ground by the feet. 

Mr. Sands, unable to extricate him- 
self and in the extremest agony, called 
for help, which the chauffeur, although 
| not in like agony, could not give him. 
Almost immediately the gasoline tank 
exploded, setting the car on fire. 

Some peasants working in a neigh- 
boring field saw the accident and 
hastened to the spot, but by the time 
they arrived thé car was a mass of 
flames, and they stood by for a while 
helpless. Presently, however, they 
plucked up courage to drag the chauf- 
feur from beneath the machine. Then 
they tried to lift the car with poles. 
Their first efforts»-were unavailing. It 
was impossible to get near the burn- 
ing machine on account of the heat. 

Finally, with pole hooks, they suc~ 
ceeded in extricating the mangled body 
of young Sands. He was unconscious. 
One of his legs was entirely burned 
off and remained under the car. He 
was taken to the Vanderbilt chateau. 

Pickins was taken to the hospital] at 
Poissy. His wounds are not serious, 
but his trousers and shoes were burned 
almost entirely off. 

The servants at the chateau, fearing 
the effect on Mrs, Sands, concealed 
|from her the gravity of the accident 
and persuaded her not to enter the 
room where her dying husband had 
been placed. A doctor, summoned 
from Poissy, arrived soon afterward, 
but Mr. Sands was beyond mortal aid. 
The doctor declares he had never seen 
such a pitiful human wreck. The 
stump of one leg had been burned to 
a crisp, the face and body were black 
and seared with the flames. In addi- 
tion. to terrible interna] injuries, Mr. 
Sands’s right arm and shoulder were 
broken. The physician could only try 
to alleviate his sufferings with opiates. 
Several times the patient regained con- 
sciousness and cried out in agony, his 
last words being a cry for water. He 
died at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Mrs. Sands was not informed at once 
of her husband's death. Mr. and Mrs. 
W. K. Vanderbilt, who were at the Ritz 
Hotel here, having arrived from Lu- 
cerne last night, were notified of the 
accident by William Duke, trainer 
of Mr. Vanderbilt’s racing stable, by 
telephone, and they hastened to Poissy 
by train, accompanied by Stephen 
Sands. All were overwhelmed, 

Mrs. Vanderbilt broke the news to her 
daughter-in-law, who bore up bravely 
under the strain. Telegrams of con- 
dolence began to arrive late in the 
afternoon, and a score of automobiles 
drove out from Paris. It was an- 
nounced to-night that the funeral ar- 
rangements had not been completed, 
but the services will probably be held 
in Paris, and the body later shipped 
to the United States for interment. 

Mr. Sands was 22 yars old, m ed, 
and the father of two children, the 
youngest of whom is only six weeks 
old. 











THE CHAUFFEUR’S STORY. 
Helpless Himself, He Saw Mr. Sands 


in Agony Roasting as in a Furnace. 

PARIS, July 29.—The chauffeur, Pick- 
ins, whe was in the car with Mr. Sands 
at the time of the fatal accident, gave a 
graphic account of what occurred. 

“We had left Deauville,” he said, “at 
5 o’clock in the morning, Mr. Sands havy- 
ing gone there yesterday to see his two- 
year-old daughter. Mr. Sands was driv- 
ing, and we were going at a rapid pace, 
probably seventy-five miles an hour, as 
he was anxious to reach the chateau 
where Mrs. Sands and the baby were. 

“The machine was a fifty horse power 
car, and capable of great speed. Two en- 
forced delays at railroad crossings had 
somewhat annoyed Mr. Sands, and as 
we approached the chateau grounds he 
asked me the hour. It was exactly 7:i5 
A. M. * We're late,’ he muttered, ang at 
the same time opened the throttle wider. 
Almost immediately the right hand for- 
ward tire blew up. The machine skidded 
and bumped and then seemed to jump off 
the road. It struck a tree with such 
force that it rebounded against another, 
literally climbing up the trunk, and then 
toppling over backward, imprisoning 
Mr. Sands under the forward part. 

‘Only my feet were caught under tne 
rear portion of the car and I lost con- 
sciousness for a moment. When I re 
covered, the wreck already was in flames, 
the tank having exploded. From where I 
lay I could see that Mr, Sands was uttere

ly helpless amid the burning wreckage. 
Mis right leg, which was crushed and al- 
most severe4, was bleeding profusely, 
He was roasting as though on a spit in 
the roaring furnace. 

“Mr, Sands was groaning in agony, but 
keeping his nerve. I struggled, but 
could not free myself, I turned as far as 
I could and asked, ‘Are you suffering 
much?’ and he answered, ‘My God, hor- 
ribly.’ 

“T again lost consciousness, and when 
I came to I was lying on the roadside 
and the peasants were tearing apart the 
hot twisted iron. In _ extricating Mr. 
Sands his leg was left in the wreckage. 
The frightful sight will haunt me to my 
dying day."’ 


LONDON HEARS OF ACCIDENT. 


Repo ‘cd at First Victim Was W. K. 
Vanderbilt.

LONDON, July 29.—The news of the 
death of George Winthrop Sands caused 
a painful sensation among Americans 
in London, where the facts of the ter- 
rible affair near Poissy became gen- 
erally known late this evening. The 
first news of the Poissy accident that 
reached London came in the shape of 
a Reuter Agency dispatch, saying that 
the victim was W. K. Vanderbilt. 

This report was conspicuously dis- 
played in some late editions of the 


evening papers, one of which added a 
note to the effect that its Paris cor- | 
respondent had telephoned that it was 
not W. K. Vanderbil, Sr., but W. K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr., who was injured, and 
further saying that the sufferer would 
have his legs amputated and was not 
expected to live through the night.

Mrs. Rutherford’s marriage to Mr. Van- 
derbilt was in London on April 20, 1903, 
and caused international comment, owing 
to the opposition of English Churchmen to 
Mr. Vanderbilt, he being a divorced man, 
his former wife being now the widow of 
Oliver H. P. Belmont. 

George W. Sands spent most of his boy- 
hood abroad. He came to New York in 
1900 and entered the banking house of 
‘Pailer & Robinson at 2 Wall Street. Then 
he went to Harvard, but left college in 
1905 to marry Miss Tayo Newton, daugh- 
ter of Dr. B. Newton of 120 West Fifty- 
eighth Street, whom he had known ever 
since his childhood. The Newtons did not 
approve of a marriage at that time and 
d 


not attend the wedding. 

He bought a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange in June, 1906, for $88,000, but 
sold it a year later and went into the 
automobile business in the Day and Night 
Bank Building. When in New York he 
always lived at his stepfather’s (W. K. 


Vanderbilt) home. He was also engaged 
in Paris in the motor car business.

Hitchcock Will Meet New England 
State Leaders Next. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Frank H. 
Hitchcock, Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, will start for New 
York to-morrow night to open headquar- 
ters there and continue the steam roller 
leveling process in New England. He an- 
nounced to-night that the campaign would 
be one of conferences. The States will 
not work individually for victory, for Mr. 
Hitchcock, as promoter, has practically 
completed a National political merger to 
advance Republican chances of success in 
November. 

The Chairmen of the Republican State 
Committees of New England will soon be 
summoned for a conference similar to 
those called by Mr. Hitchcock in Colorado 
Springs and Chicago. It 1s his intention 
to centre the attention of New England 
on the State elections in Maine and Ver- 
mont, which hold the earliest elections. 
This conference probably will be held in 
Boston, although the Chairmen may be 
called to New York. 

The New York headquarters will not see 
very much of the National Chairman. Mr. 
Hitchcock said to-day that he would 


spend half, and possibly two-thirds, of 
his time in the Western headquarters, in 
Chicago, or in the territory that may be 
reached from that point. He corroborated 
the report that the real battle for votes 
will centre west of Ohio.

BONAPARTE DECIDES 
“OIL FIGHT POLICY

Will Go to United States Supreme 
Court, If Necessary, to Secure 
Reversal of Grosscup Decision.

NOT AFTER HUGE FINES 


Attorney General, After Conference at 
Lenox, Issues Statement as to 
Government’s Position. 


Special to The New York Times. 
LENOX, Mass., July 29.—Attorney Ge 
eral Bonaparte announced to-day that the 
Government would apply without delay 
for a reargument on the appeal of the 
Standard Oil Company, which caused to 
be set aside the Landis $29,000,000 fine. 
This application, which rest on tech- 
nicalities of law, will be taken, if neces- 
gary, to the United States Supreme Court, 
for, although the prosecution has no right 
of appeal from a conviction, a motion for 
@ reargument on the defendant’s appeal 

may be carried to the highest court. 

The decision of the Department of Jus- 
tice was reached after a series of con- 
ferences of the legal experts who have 
been directing the prosecution of the 
Standard Oil in the civil and criminal 
courts. The Attorney General had sent 
for Solicitor General Hoyt of Washing- 
ton, for United States District Attorney 
Sims, and his first assistant, Mr. Wilker- 
gon of Chicago, and for Frank B. Kel- 
Jogg of St. Paul/ Mr. Kellogg has not 
‘Deen connected with the criminal proceed- 
ings against the Standard Oil, but his 
familiarity with the affairs of the giant 
combination and his wide legal experience 
made the Attorney General lay much 
store by his judgment. They went over 
a large.part of the evidence taken in the 
trial as well as the briefs of the opposing 
lawyers. 

Mr. Bonaparte found that the two prose- 
cutions coincideti absolutely with the view 
previously expressed, both by himself and 
by President Roosevelt, that the decision 
of Judge Grosscup did not affect the 
merits of the case. 


Bonaparte’s Statement. 


Until late in the afternoon the lawyers 
were in session at the Aspinwall, where 
Mr. Bonaparte is spending the Summer. 
Mr. Bonaparte then issued this statement: 
“The Government will make every effort 
in its power to secure a revision of the re- 
cent decision and opinion of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit 
fin the case of the Standard Ojl Company 
of Indiana, either by the Court of Appeals 
itself, or, if necessary, by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The gentle- 
men who have been in consultation with 
me al] unite in my opinion that in the in- 
terest of the impartial and effective ad- 
ministration of our laws, such action on 
the part of the Government is imperatively 
demanded by the circumstances of the 
case and the possible consequences if this 
opinion should stand as an authority with- 
out question by the Government. To this 
end an application for a reargument of 
the case and a motion for a modification 
of the opinion will be submitted to the 
“ireuit Court of Appeals on behalf of the 
United States at the earliest possible 
moment. Other appropriate steps will be 
taken afterward, théir character being de- 


termined by the court’s action upon this 
pplication. 

“The pending prosecutions against the 
Standard Oil Company and all other pros- 
ecutions in which the giving or receiving 
of rebates or offenses of like character 
are charged will be pressed to trial and 
judgment by the Government with all pos- 
sible energy, and as promptly as may be 
practicable. In the view of the Govern- 
ment’s legal advisers the reversal of the 
judgment in the case recently decided in 
no wise affects the merits of that contro- 
versy or the necessity and duty of bring- 
ing to punishment if possible, in this and 
e@ny like case, any individual or corpora- 
— shown to have evaded or defied our 

ws.” 


Causes of Confidence, 


Mr. Bonaparte said this evening that 
he had nothing to add to the statement 
as issued. From a reliable source, how- 
ever, THE TIMES correspondent learned | 
the grounds for the feeling of confidence 
as to the eventual outcome of the crim- 
inal prosecution of the Oil Trust. It will 
be recalled that the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals upheld the trust on 
three grounds. The first was that Judge 
Landis erred on the trial in excluding 
testimony offered to prove that the Stand- ; 
ard did not intend to violate the Elkins 
law when it accepted from the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad a six-cent rate on ship- 


ments of oil where the published tariff 
waz 18 cents. The second was that Judge! 


Landis, on. imposing the $29,000,000 fine, 
arbitrarily fixed each .carload of oil as 
constituting a shipment, Srespective of 
whether each carload was billed to an in- 
dividual consignee or was part of a larger 
shipment:thus billed. The. third ground 
of error lay in fining the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, a $1,000,000 corpo- 
ration, twenty-nine times the amount of 
its capitalization for the purpose thereby 
of reaching another corporation which 
was not a defendant before the court. 

It is the opinion of .the Government's 
experts that only the first one of :these 
three grounds of error affects in any way 
the conviction on its merits. That being 
the case, Attorney General Bonaparte and 
his advisers find comfort in the fact that 
the record taken on the trial shows that 
the Standard employe who billed the oil 
in question was allowed to testify that 
he did not know that the published rate 
was 18 cents when he accepted a 6-cent 
rate from the Chicago & Alton Road. 
The employe was Frank Bogardus, and 
the stenographic record is explicit in his 
statement that a Chicago & Alton clerk 
told him that the rate on the shipments 
was 6 cents. 


Certain of Conviction on Retrial. 


The belief is entertained that the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, when its attention 
is called to this alleged oversight on the 
art of Judge Grosscup, may be moved to 
modify its decision in this regard. Such 
a modification could hardly have any 
affect except to render the conviction 
valid and leave the size of the fine as 
the only matter open to question. But, 
even if the Circuit Court of Appeals 
should decline to modify its decision af- 
fecting the admission of evidence show- 
ing lack of intent, the Gavernment_law- 
yers are confident that they could ob- 
tain another conviction on a retrial, in- 
asmuch as the jury on the late trial heard 
the Bogardus testimony and found a con- 
viction nevertheless. 

So far as the two points in the decision 
relating. to the size of the fine are con- 
cerned, the lawyers in conference here are 
not much disturbed. It may be said on ex- 
cellent information that nobody connected 
with the prosecution, from the President 
down, expected that a fine of $29,000,000 
or any such amount would be imposed. 
The object of the Standard Oll prosecu- 
tions all over the country has not been to 
confiscate the propert:- of the combina- 
tion bv legal process, but to bring it to 
book for its practice in violation of the 
anti-rebating and other laws, to obtain 
convictions and to have penalties imposed 
commensurate with the offense. With this 
general policy, with 9,000 or 10,000 indict- 
ments pending arainst the ojl trust and its 
branches in different parts of the country, 
it is hardly necessary to fine a subsidiary 
company $29,000,0U0 in one place in order 
to reach the “real offender.”’ So, it is 
said, from authoritative sources, little 
concern was felt at the conference here 
to-day about those parts of the decision 
which did not touch the validity of the 
conviction, but merely related to the size 
of the fine. 

Immediately upon the close of the after- | 
noon session Mr. Sims and Mr. Wilkerson 
left Lenox for Chicago and Mr. Hoyt for 
Washington. Mr. Kellogg remained here 
to have some further conferences with the 
Attorney General, and will rs to New 
York to-morrow afternoon, 

The Attorney General's attention was 
called to a statement published to the 
effect that Parmalee Prentice, son-in-law | 
of John D. Rockefeller, was about to give 
a dinner, at which the Attorney General, 
Mr. Rockefeller, and Judge Grosscup 
would be guests. Mr. Bonaparte smiled 
and said: ‘I have not the pleasure of 
Mr. Prentice’s acquaintance. I did not 
know that Judge Grosscup was here until 
after he had left, and the dinner is en- 
tirely a figment of a lively imagination. 
During a political campaign one must 
expect stories of this character, and it 
would be unnecessary and perhaps in- 
decorous to properly characterize them. 
Suffice it say that besides its other merits 
the tale is wholly free from any taint of 
truth.”’

TRENTON, N. J., July 29.—For the 
twenty-eighth time in the last fifty-three 


years, William U. Cake, a _ lineoleum 
printer, of 25 Cleveland Avenue, is shed- 
ding his skin as a snake does. Instead of 
periodical casting aside of the cuticle, 
Cake is likely to shed his skin at any time. 

Cake has been afflicted with this skin- 
shedding malady since ildhood. First 
he is taken with a chill, then the skin 
dries up, cracks, and peels off entirely 
within two weeks. During this period he 
suffers agony because of itching. But 
as soon ag the skin has been shed Cake 
is all right again. He has several chil- 
dren, but none of them has manifested 
any aymptone of skin shedding. 

Specialists have treated Cake many 
times, but none of them has ever done 
him any good. The nearest they have got 
to his disease is to call it “‘ dermititis ex- 
foliatina.”’ 

The longest interval that Cake remem- 
bers in which the malady did not manifest 
itself was nine years, but his skin gen- 
erally comes off once in two years. A few 
years ago he had a severe attack of grip 
and his physician prescribed belladonna. 
His skin came off three times within the 
next fourteen weeks. 

Cake enjoys good health except for this 
strange malady. He is now in the hands 
of physicians, who hope that they may 
discover what the disease ts.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The United States Steel Corporation 
does not live and do business by itself 
alone. Its conditions are so inex- 
tricably interwoven with the entire 
fabric of all industry that something 
besides its own reports must be referred 
to to learn what would not be revealed 
even by the model industrial report of 
the world. That is merely self-reveal- 
ing. What students of the whole sit- 
uation want to know is the relation of 
the Trust’s affairs to those of the 
country as a whole. It might be that 
the Trust is doing better than the 
country or that the Trust is falling 
behind the country. The fact is that 
the Trust, under a greater stress than 
it has ever experienced, is doing rela- 
tively a great deal better. 

The Bulletin of the American Iron 
and Steel Association gives the pro- 
duction of pig iron at 6,918,004 tons 
for the first half of the current calen- 
dar year. This is the smallest pro- 
duction for any half year since 1900, 
and js a decrease of 5,385,313 tons 
compared with the closing half of 1907, 
and 6,560,040 compared with the ear- 
lier half. In other words the decrease 
in these half-yearly comparisons 
roughly equals the production of the 
half years with which the new century 
began. In the recent era which stands 
by itself there is no precedent for such 
a severe and sudden reverse, even in 
the trade which is either prince or 
pauper.

The police have little to do, in fact, save 
enforce Commissioner BINGHAM’s anti- 
noise order. The profound tranquillity 
that envelops the whole city may be due 
in.a measure to the efficiency of the po- 
lice and to the vigilance of residents, who 
look more carefully to their fastenings 
than in former years. The chief cause is 
found, however, in State Labor Commis- 
sioner WruutaMs’s rdéport, published this 
morning, of the decreased immigration 
through this port for the first quarter of 
1908. The alien arrivals during the second, 
third, and fourth quarters of 1907 exceed- 
ed by 85,406 the immigration in the corre- 
sponding period of 1906, which was 7565,- 
415. The influx during the first quarter 
of 1907 was 198,879, while in January, 
February, and March, 1908, it fell to 
57,007—141,372 less in a year—and 34,739 
aliens returned to their native lands. Of 
those emigrating from this port during 
the four months from October, 1907, to 
February, 1908, nearly 48,000 were from 
New York State, residing chiefly in this 
city. 

Crimes of violence increase in propor- 
tion to the increase of foreign-born resi- 
dents. Mr. MarNarRpD SHIPLEY shows in 
The Popular Science Monthly for August 
that Chieago’s arrests in 1905 for murder 
and murderous assaults were 94,16 to 
100,000 native whites, but 146.65 to 100,000 
foreign whites. The arrests for homicide 


in New York per 100,000 were 7 in 1890, | 


while in 1900 they had increased to 13 and 
in 1906 to 21.51; during this period up to 
1906 the percentage of aliens from Russia 
and Southern Europe rose from 80 to 70 
per cent.

With the ea- 
loon eliminated, it will be the cigar store 
where the young men will congregate im the 
evening to gossip, to ewap stories, to talk 
politics, and may be to throw dice. This 
means that the cigar store is bound not to 
do only the tobacoe business of the saloon 
but much more. 


Much more, indeed. The cigar dealer 
under the new régime may exchange more 
and better cigars for the money formerly 
invested in drinks. But the narcotic prop- 
erties of the weed will fail to impart the 
vivacity produced by alcoholio stimulants, 
therefore the new tobacco saloons may 
easily become resorts for dicing and gam- 
bling, amusements which do produce in- 
tense and vivid experiences, peculiarly 
grateful at night to nerves that crave re- 
freshment after the monotonous duties of 
the day. The emotionalism that made 
liquor drinking exceedingly popular among 
all classes of Southerners has also made 
popular, for a time, at least, the camp 
meeting harangues of the temperance 
workers. But when the Prohibition wave 
has subsided, when the “ victories’’ are 
all ‘‘ won,” the South may awaken to 
find itself still unregenerate, a slave to 
nicotine and gambling.

Honduran President’s Act Not Yet Sat- 
isfactorily Explained. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—President Da- 
vila’s act canceling the exequaturs of the 
foreign Consuls at Ceiba, Honduras, still 
puzzles the State Department officials 
and Central American diplomats. Minis- 
ter Corea of Nicaragua has asked his Gov- 
ernment for information on the subject, 
and Mexican Ambassador Creel talked 


with Acting Secretary Bacon to-day on 
the subject. 

One statement which has come to the 
department through Minister Ugarte of 
Honduras is that the Consuls recom- 
mended the surrender of Ceiba to the 
revolutionists, while a report from Consul 
Linard, dated half a monte back, indicates 
that the demands of the revolutionists for 
surrender came to the hands of the for- 
eign Consuls and by them were turned over 
to the commander of the city without 
comment, 

Mr. Bacon said that so far as reports 
had been received the American Consul 
had not in any way exceeded his rights or 
authority.

New York’s Agricultural Authorities 
Know How to Renew It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with considerable interest the 
column you published on the views of Mr. Ful- 
lerton regarding the best means for restoring 
the fertility of the soll of Central Park and 
the suggestion he makes regarding the utiliza- 
tion of New Jersey peat to supply humus. But 
I think there are other ways to take care of 
the difficulty possibly less expensive and more 
effective than transportation of peat from New 
Jersey and its application to the surface. Mr. 
Fullerton has a right to know something about 
the efficacy of lime applied to the soil in con- 
junction with stable manure. The latter care- 
fully and thoroughly composted with or with- 
out lime is of more value than peat and less 
expensive. Applied to lawns either before or 
after application of well-slaked lime, (air 
slaked,) it will do all or more than an equal 

} quantity of peat or almost any other fertilizer, 
| although simultaneous application of the form 
j}of natural phosphate of lime known as 
|‘ floats’’ would be additionally beneficial. If 
the Park Commissioner needs any advice on 
the subject he can have it of most excellent 
quality from the agricultural experts of the 
Agricultvral Experiment Stations at either Ith- 
aca or Geneva. The work done at both these 
| stations in the treatment of soils, as in the 
| estimable of trees and shrubs, has been of in- 


and the stations should be more extensively 
utilized by those seeking guidance in maintain- 
ing and increasing the fertility and productive- 
ness of the soil. 
Let the Park authorities utilize what they 
| have at hand, the product of the stables of the 
| Park and of the immediate neighborhood, let 
them make application of about fifty bushels 
of lime per acre once in four or five years, 
and supplement this with occasional applica- 
j tions of such auxiliaries as nitrate of soda, or 
| eulphate of ammonia, sulphate or muriate of 
potash, and phosphate of lime, and the beauty 
of the lawns and the trees will be maintained. 
Indeed, it would be worth while to think of 
sewage irrigation im dry seasons. It is effect- 
ive and healthful, stimulates and sustains the 
growth of grass and trees, and utilizes a waste 
which may produce a nuisance eleewhere.

Ever since I've had a vote, and, to use

SULTAN OUSTS FAVORITES. 


’ 
Officers Reported Flying from Constan- 
tinople—More Dismissals Demanded. 


| CONSTANTINOPLE, July 29,—Although 


street demonstrations here have now 


practically ceased, public indignation is 
growing at the delay in removing obnox- 
ious Ministers and other Government of- 
ficialg. 

Many reports are current of the dis- 
missals and flight of various officers, 
but it Is Impossible to ascertain the de- 
tails. It is confirmed, however, that the 
Minister of Marine, Rami Pasha, has 
been forced out of office and replaced by 
Halil Pasha. 

An irade issued to-day appoints Izzet 
Pasha, sub-secretary to the Sultan and 
chamberlain, president of the commission 
for the inauguration of the Hejaz Rail- 
way. He will leave Constantinople for 
that region at once. This appointment is 
equivalent to exile. 


It is stated that Zekki Pasha, Inspector 
of Military Schools, has been dismissed, 
while Selim Pasha, Minister of Mines and 
Forests, has fled with his family to Brin- 
disi. The reformers further demand the 
dismissal of Tahsin Pasha, one of the 
chief advisers in the palace, and Abdul 
Houda, the Sultan’s astrologer, 

Three hundred officers of the Third 
Army Corps in Macedcnia have been or- 
dered to replace an equal number of offi- 
cers of the Imperial Gyard. Mgr. Orma- 
nian, the Armenian patriarch of Constan- 
tinople, has resigned. 

The report originating in Vienna that 
the Young Turks have called upon the 
foreign agents to quit Macedonia is un- 
founded. Dispatches from Monastir state 
that all the mutinous troops have returned 
to duty. 

An imperial irade made public to-day 
convokes the first Turkish Parliament 
under the new Constitution for Nov. 1. 
The document announcing this decision 
appeals to the people to cease their demon- 
strations, pointing out that as the Sultan 
has proved his good sentiments and his 
intentions strictly to observe the Consti- 
tution and labor for the prosperity of all 
his subjects, there is no longer reason to 


continue the manifestations, which only 
impede the progress of events. 
Nevertheless, the crisis in Turkish af- 
fairs is by no means over. The demon- 
Strations that have been in favor of the 
Sultan may at any moment turn against 
him if he does not yield to the demands 
of the Constitutional Party for the dis- 
missal of the palace camarilla. It is be- 
lieved that the Sultan will make these 


many difficulties.

York. The order was signed by Justice 
Scudder in Brooklyn on the petition of 
several manufacturers, and argument will 
be heard in the matter by him to-morrow 
morning. The lines affected are the two 


Grand Street ferries, and the Roosevelt 
Street, Twenty-third Street, and Forty- 
second Street lines, 

The petitioners are ex-Mayor Frederick 
W. Wurster of Brooklyn, James E. Nich- 
ols of Austin, Nichols & Co., William H. 
Force, and Walter 8. Force. The plea of 


the petitioners is that from the time of the 


so-called Dongan charter in 1686 the city 
has had power and charge over all ferries; 
that the stoppage of the lines would be an 
illegal act, and that the failure of the 
city to have them maintained might result 


in the forfeiture of franchises.

Not More Than 300 Local Racegoers 
Go for Opening To-day. 
Racing at Saratoga under the Hart-Ag- 
| new anti-betting law will open to-day at 
ithe Spa with but a slim crowd in attend- 
ance, compared with previous years. Last 
night the New York turf contingent, about 
1800 in number, went to Saratoga for the 
racing season of fifteen days, eleven cars 
being sufficient to carry the crowd from 
| this city, whereas in former years more 
than thirty cars were necessary to ac- 
commodate the racegoers from this sec- 
tion. 

While the Saratoga meeting has been 
curtailed and several of the most valuable 
stakes have been withdrawn, a rearrange- 
ment of the programme has _ provided 
stakes that will attract the best class of 
horses in training in the East. 

The Keene, Whitney, Belmont, and other 
notable stables have been on the Saratoga 


course for about two weeks in prepara- 
tion for the meeting. The racing to-day 
will have for its features the Flash 
Stakes, with $6,000 added money, and the 
Saratoga Handicap, which was formerly a 
rich stake, but now is worth only $1,500 
in added money. 

The association has been singularly fort- 
unate in the matter of entries for many 
of its old fixtures of big value, and with 
the system of guaranteed values in force 
for most of the stakes the association is 
actually responsible for only moderate 
sums in each of a number of rich stakes. 
These include the United States Hotel 
and Grand Union Hotel Stakes of $10,000 
each, in both of which the subscriptions 
and starting fees will almost make up the

‘MAIL BOXES ROBBED 
GHECKS ARE RAISED 


Young Robert Cohen Arrested 
with Seven Others After 
Five Weeks’ Search. 


TRAILED AFTER A WARNING 


Detectives Say Cohen and Bradley, 
Held for Cashing Raised Check, 
Have Been In Jail. 


fio many banks in this city and neigh- 
boring New Jersey towns have been de- 
ceived by forged checks, which they have 
cashed to the extent of nearly $7,000 since 
the first of the year, that recently the 
American Bankers’ Association employed 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency to run 
down the thieves. G. A, Fuller, Assistant 
“Buperintendent of the agency, got on the 
trail of Robert Cohen, a lad of 19, who 
lives with his parents at 300 West Seven- 
teenth Strect. 

Fuller became convinced that th meth- 
od of the forgers was to rob mail boxes 
of business firms in Broadway, between 
Houston and Fourteenth Streeta the first 
part of each month when there were like- 
ly to be many checks in the mails, which 
they then either raised or used as models 
on which to base a forgery of the sign- 
er’s name. 

Among the banks which reported the re- 
ceipt of forged checks were the Greenwich 
Bank, at the Hudson and Clarkson Street 
Branch; the Irving National, the Mechan- 
ics’ of Brooklyn, the Broadway Trust 
Company, also of Brooklyn, and a Pater- 
son bank. 

Fuller and his men trailed Cohen for 
five weeks, and yesterday one of the de- 
tectives accosted the youth on the street, 
telling him that detectives were watching 
him and that he must correct his ways. 
According to the detective, Cohen agreed 
to reform, and the detective, following 
Fuller’s plan, let him go, Fuller and sev-~ 
eral asgistants taking up the trail. 

Young Cohen went to a pool and billiard 
room at 112 Greenwich Avenue, and after 
they had seen him engage in earnest con- 
versation with seven young men in the 
place, Fuller and his detectives arrested 
the whole eight and took them to Police 
Headquarters. 

There, according to Fuller, young Cohen 
admitted that he had been implicated in 
many forgeries, and confessed that it 
was he who had stol a letter from the 
mail box of a firm in est Third Street, 
which contained a check for $14 made out 
to the firm by a man named Hall. This 
check, Cohen said, according to Fuller, 
he gave to William Bradley, alias James 
Ford of 112 Greenwich Street, one of the 
eight men arrested, who raised it to $204, 
and Cohen then got it cashed at the 
Greenwich Bank, where he was known to 
the receiving teller, having transactéd 
business at the bank for his father, a 
paint manufacturer. According to Fuller, 
Bradley, or Ford, corroborated Cohen’s 
confession, so far as it referred to him- 


The detectives said both Cohen and 
Bradley have been in jail. Cohen was 
arrested as a shopdifter when only 8 years 
vid, and recently was paroled after being 
arrésted for trying to rob a mail box in 
Broadway. 

Fuller said that Bradley came out of 
‘Elmira Keformatory only about a year 

6, after having served a year in the in- 
stitution for forgery, of which he was 
convicted in Brooklyn. He is 21 years old. 
Both Cohen and Bradley were locked up 
on charges of forgery, and their six com- 

fons were held on suspicion of being 
Piplicatea in some of their misdeeds.

SAYS JAPAN WILL GET TRADE, 


Pacific Shippers Point Out Result of 
Abandoning Oriental Trade. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—In confirm- 
ing a statement to the effect that the 
transcontinental railroads would on Nov. 
l go out of the export and import trade 
with the Orient and Australia, R. P. 


Schwerin, general manager of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, to-day declared 
the result of such action would prove most 
disastrous to the American shipping inter- 
ests of the Pacific Coast. He declared 
that because of the subsidies allowed by 
Japan to her shipping the business of the 
Pacific would naturally fall into the hands 
of the Japanese. 

“Shippers have been advised by the 
transcontinental railroads,’’ said Mr. 
Schwerin, “that they will go out of the 
export and import trade with the Orient, 
Australia, and New Zealand on Nov, 1. 
This action of the railroads is the re- 
sult, as we understand it, of the de- 
cision of the Tater-State Commerce Com- 
mission in thH® matter of compelling the 
roads to publish the inland proportion 
of the export and import rates. The gen- 
eral effect on the steamship companies 
will be to compel these operating lines 
between Pacific Coast ports and the Ori- 
ent, Australia, and New Zealand, to 
abandon the greater part of this trade.” 

PORTLAND, Ore., July 29.—‘*I have no 
intimation that the regular steamship 
lines from Pacific Coast ports to the 
Orient will be suspended,” said W. E. 
Coman, Assistant General Freight Agent 
of the Harriman lines here, to-day, ‘‘ but 
I have realized for some time that the 
outlook for the steamers was gloomy in- 
deed. 

“The ruling of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission that we cannot make 
a through rate to Oriental ports, but must 
publish that portion that. accrues to the 
rail carrier, is responsible. 

“The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion has ruled that it has no jurisdiction 
over ocean-going lines, and consequently 
the steamers going by way of the Suez 
Canal will be in a position to dominate 
the Oriental trade hereafter if the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission sticks to its 
ruling.”’

More Optimism Shown,in the Trade— 
Export Business Picks Up.

A more hopeful tone is taken by the 
leading trade journals this week in com- 
menting on the general situation in iron 
and steel. The Iron Age says: 


A more cheerful tone pervades the iron 
markets, even Pittsburg, for so long the 
bluest spot in the country, developing some 
optimism. The volume of business is slight- 
ly better, but prices still display irregular- 
ity, and in some branches are even a little 
lower. 

In some quarters the idea seems to have 
arisen that there was some conflict in the 
statements recently made tha‘ the works of 
the Steel Corporation were running at about 
56 per cent, of capacity, and the announce- 
ment just issued that the average daily 
bookings for the first twenty-four days of 
July are in excess of 26,000 tons, equiva- 
lent to 72 per cent. of full capacity. Since 
the first refers to actual manufacturing op- 
erations and the other to orders entered 
there is no conflict. It may be well to ex- 
plain, however, that included in the July 
bookings are considerable qvantities of steel 
bare placed by agricultural implement mak- 
ers for delivery during twelve months, and 
that therefore the increase in the tonnage 
iu other lines is not significant. 

The export trade is impreving in volume. 
The Iron Trade Review says: 

Developments of the past week have not 
been such as to justify exuberant optimism, 
but the trend of events is still clearly in 
the right direction. In the pig tro arket 
New Ungland is still the most active section 
in the East. A leading Virginia interest is 
storing iron in anticipation of an advance, 
and is about to blow In another stack. 
Renewed activity in steel bars is reported 
in the Chicago and Cleveland districts. The 
bar fron market is quiet.

on the dump. 

Mrs. Thomas Stokes, who lives in the

About five o’clock Joseph Ruddick 
started for Wallabout Market in a light 
wagon to buy produce, and in passing by 
the fire he saw that there was a human 
body, apparently that of a woman, lying 
face downward on the blazing mattress.
